As of this morning, weather 
forecast is for ‘‘no change’’, since 
a high pressure area hangs over 
the San Joaquin valley, however 
long range weather forecast is for 
a “wet December’”’. 

Actually, a month has gone by 
without rain, according to official 
figures at the John Daybell station 
in Porterville. Last rain fell Octo- 
ber 31, ending an unusual early- 
season rainy period in which 1.88 
inches was recorded, a figure that 
is still the season total. Last year, 
season total was 1.41 inches, all of 
that figure was recorded in No- 
vember.

SHOW MARKED 
INCREASE 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 29 — 
Farm exports for the three-month 
period, July through September, 
pushed the billion-dollar mark, the 
U.S. department of agriculture has 
announced. Totals for the period 
are estimated at $990 million, or 
33 percent above a year earlier, 
when actual shipments amounted 
to $742 million. ’ 

Cotton shipments showed the 
greatest gain in estimated exports, 
valued at more than three times 
larger than for the corresponding 
period of 1955. Percentage in- 
creases in value for other farm 
groups showed gains and feeds 
second to cotton, with a rise of 26 
percent; fruits and vegetables 
with a 20-percent gain; livestock 
Products, up 16 percent; and veg- 
etable oils and oilseeds advanced 
10 percent. 

Welfare shipments sieeaiie’ 4 46 
percent in value, but tobacco ship- 
ments fell off 26 percent from a 
year ago, when foreign buying was 
unusually heavy. E 

As a result,of the continued ex- 
port expansion in the July-Septem- 
ber quarter, the total for the six 
months of 1956 ending with Sep- 
tember, stands at $2,020 million 
compared with $1,459 million for 
the same period in 1955. This rep- 
resents a gain of 38 percent.

WHEAT STRAW 
USED IN PAPER 
PRODUCTION 


PEORIA, IIll., Nov. 29 —- Wheat 
straw can be blended with wood 
pulp to help meet increasing de- 
mands for paper, pulp, and board 
products, according to USDA’s 
Northern Utilization Research 
branch here. 

Newsprint containing 30 per- 
cent or more wheat-straw pulp, 
produced experimentally on a 
semi-commercial scale, has been 
used successfully in printing part 
of an edition of the Peoria Jour- 
nal. 

Fully half the nearly 100 mil- 
lion tons of straw produced annu- 
ally in the U.S. is still wasted. 
Main reason is that the bulkiness 
of straw makes it costly to collect, 
transport, and store.

COTTON FIELD 
RESIDUE SHOULD 


BE DESTROYED 
By Alan G. George 
Farm Advisor 

VISALIA, Nov. 29 — Now is the 
time to destroy old cotton stalks, 
weeds and crop residue in fields 
which will be planted to cotton 
next season. This will help the 
grower in his fight against many 
insect pests next spring. 

Many of the over - wintering 
forms of insects and mites are de- 
stroyed when the grower cuts up 
the old cptton stalks, discs and 
plows the field and burns weeds 
along fence lines and ditchbanks. 

By delaying field clean-up the 
grower provides food and a breed- 
ing place for many pests. Among 
the pests over-wintering in crop 
residue and weeds are lygus bugs, 
stink bugs, cutworms, spider mites 
and thrips. 

Early stalk disposal and land 
tillage is very important for grow- 
ers who are considering soil fumi- 
gation for root-knot nematode con- 
trol. 

Weed removal around field bor- 
ders is important for cutworm con- 
trol. A cutworm problem can be re- 
duced by keeping the soil free of 
green growth prior to planting.
